we hupe this cotipotition. Will always ‘be 
conductet up. the principles of fair play. 
Japanese companies are not able to take 
the heavy risks that foreign coinpantes ara 
prepared ty take, and thug their spheres of 
action are distinctly different: “There is 
therefore ho need ‘for a competition ‘which 
would only involve a waste of tine, ineney 
and energy. Cousidering the yreat need 
that there js in this country of credit and 
capital, we'should waru-the Japanese In-- 
surance Companies not to allow a needless 

competition of this sort to interfere with 

the future progress and. present’ interests 

of the country. .
